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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 13-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hlatky (WO 01/814366). 

Hlatky disclosed a catalyst composition comprising a metallocene complex, an 
ionic salt such as 1 ,3-dialkylimidazolium salt and a cocatalyst such as (alumoxane page 
4, lines 14-32; page 5, lines 5-9; and page 6, lines 1 1-25). Hlatky further discloses that 
the ionic liquid is used in the range of 1-100 wt.% based on the total weight of ionic 
liquid, cocatalyst, and metal complex catalyst in lines 10-16 of page 7, and the catalyst 
composition can be used to conduct slurry polymerization olefin polymerization in Iine7 
of page 8. 

Thus, it would have been obvious to a skilled artisan at the time the invention 
was made to employ Hlatky's teaching to prepare olefin polymers in by slurry 
polymerization since such is within the scope of Hlatky's disclosure and in the absence 
of any showing criticality and unexpected results. When the slurry polymerization is 
conducted, Hlatky's catalyst composition must be suspended in a diluent, and the most 
common used diluent are hydrocarbons such as isobutane, hexane and heptane. A 
skilled artisan would also understand, during the preparation of the catalyst composition 
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slurry for the slurry polymerization, minimum amount of ionic liquid should be used for 
economical reasons, i.e., ionic liquid used should be at the low end of the range of 1- 
100 wt. % based on the total weight of ionic liquid, cocatalyst, and metal complex 
catalyst, and such catalyst slurry would meet the limitations of the instant claims.
